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REPORT OF THE SCHOOL BOARD. 


The following report of the schools of Swanzey for the past 
year is respectfully submitted together with a statement of the 
schools for the year ending August, 1902. Our treasurer’s report 
will show the amount of money appropriated for schools, how much 
for repairs, and for books and school supplies, and how and where 
it has been expended. 

For the legal school year ending August last, we had eleven 
different schools including four that are graded. The average 
length of them was 31.42 weeks for the year; the greatest length 
of any school was 33 weeks. 

Our schools have generally proved prosperous, and while in 
charge of good teachers they have been all we could reasonably 
expect. The average attendance of scholars would have been very 
satisfactory except for the unusual amount of sickness and con- 
tagious disease which affected badly the attendance in some of the 
schools. Those at West Swanzey and Westport suffered particu- 
larly from this cause, and here scholars were prevented from at- 
tending school for weeks by being kept in quarantine. 

It is to be regretted that we have those in town who are disin- 
clined to send their children to school as is required by law, and 
that we have found it necessary in a few instances to enforce the 
school law in regard to attendance as we are required to do. 

Our report will show that we have made some small repairs 
and improvements on and about some of our schoolhouses. New 
furnaces have been placed in the school building at West Swanzey, 
which were very much needed on account of the old ones being 
unfit for use and insufficient to heat this building. The new ones 
have proved every way satisfactory. 
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The schoolhouses where the schools have been taught during 
the year are in a fair condition with the exception of the one at 
Factory village. This house is in poor repair and unsuitable, 
besides being unsanitary in its condition; and it should either be 
remodeled and the school grounds enlarged, or a new house built 
to better accommodate the scholars of this growing part of 
Swanzey. An article has been inserted in the school district war- 
rant through petition to be acted upon by the legal voters at the . 
annual meeting. 

The eleven different schools which were in session during 
spring and summer were reduced to nine in number the remain- 
ing two terms of the year. ‘This was done by suspending the two 
small schools Nos. 8 and 9, and furnishing a suitable conveyance to 
earry the scholars to No. 10 schoolhouse at Swanzey Center. This 
union school so formed was made shorter than it otherwise would 
have been on account of the difficulty of obtaining fuel. 

In closing this report, we are gratified to think. that our 
schools compare well with those of other towns. We have endeav- 
ored to employ none but good teachers, and furnish all the books 
and school supplies which could reasonably be expected, with ‘the 
best facilities for learning. By these advantages and helps our 
teachers have been enabled to give good instruction in all the 
branches required to be taught. 

We have been enabled to prepare a good number of pupils to 
eyter the high school and academy, and well fitted to enter there 
upon the first, second and third year’s courses of study. This cost 
of tuition to the town is nearly enough to enable us to support a 
high school of our own. 

Let all good citizens and those interested in having good — 
schools be united in giving us their encouragement and help 
toward making our public schools as good and perfect as possible.
